So me men suppo rt the interests o f 
their co untry by defending the land 
they lo ve. 
W ashingto n was bo th de­ 
fender and builder, so ldier and states­ 
man. 
Let us dwell o n his wo rk as 
builder. 
Naturally co nservative, Washingto n 
was no t in favo r o f co urting tro uble 
with o ld England; but as acts o f Eng­ 
lish aggressio n fo llo wed o ne after an­ 
o ther, realized submissio n bad ceased 
to be a virtue. 
When the first co nti­ 
nental co ngress met, in 1774, he ac­ 
cepted electio n as delegate, 
and 
in 
co mpany with Patrick Henry set o ut 
fo r Philadelphia. 
“That co ngress sat 
in Carpenter’s hall with clo sed do o rs, 
but the great papers that it prepared 
and issued fo rm a pro ud 
part 
o f 
American histo ry. Tho se were the pa­ 
pers and that the co ngress o f which 
Chatham in the ho use o f lo rd3, in his 
memo rable speech o n the remo val o f 
tro o ps fro m Bo sto n, January 20, 1775, 
said: 
‘When yo ur lo rdships lo o k at 
the papers transm itted to us 
fro m 
America, when yo u co nsider their de­ 
cency, firmness and wisdo m, yo u can­ 
no t but respect their cause, and wish 
to make it yo ur o wn 
Fo r myself I 
m ust declare and avo w that in all my 
reading and o bservatio n—and it 
has 
been my favo rite study—I have read 
Thucydides, and have studied and ad­ 
mired the m aster statesmen 
o f 
the 
wo rld—that fo r so lidity o f reaso ning, 
fo rce o f sagacity, and wisdo m o f co n­ 
clusio n, under such a co mplicatio n o f 
difficult circumstances, no natio n o r 
bo dy o f men can stand in preference 
to the general co ngress at Philadel­ 
phia/ 
The precise 
part 
taken 
by 
W ashingto n within the clo sed 
do o rs 
o f C arpenter’s hall is no where reco rd­ 
ed, but the testim o ny o f o ne o f its 
mo st distinguished members canno t be 
fo rgo tten. 
When Patrick Henry 
re­ 
turned ho me fro m the meeting and 
was asked who m he co nsidered 
the 
greatest man at that co ngress, he re­ 
plied: 
‘If yo u speak o f 
elo quence, 
Mr. Rutledge, o f So uth Caro lina, is by 
far the greatest o rato r; 
but if 
yo u 
gpeak o f so lid info rmatio n and 
so und 
Judgment, Co l. W ashingto n is unques­ 
tio nably the greatest rngp 
o n 
that 
flo o r/ ” 
;ii^ishingto n was also 
delegate 
to 
the seco nd co ntinental co ngress, 
the 
o ne which unanim o usly elected 
him 
co mmander in chief o f the co ntinental 
fo rces, and the o ne where he declared 
the po sitio n a “trust to o great fo r my 
capacity.” 
To us it is pleasing tô 
co mpare the mo desty that character­ 
ized W ashingto n thro ugho ut his life 
with the ego tism 
lo o ked 
upo n 
as 
fo rgivable, essential part o f a fo rce­ 
ful perso nality o f the present 
day. 
The two years lapsing between Co rn­ 
w allis’ surrender and the treaty o f 
peace was a perio d marked by mo rh 
distinguished patrio tism o n the part 
o f W ashingto n and by his 
po litical 
wisdo m and fo resight. 
The o Oü ntrÿ 
%Ss ift a mo st tro ubled state, o fficers 
àhli men suspicio us that the army was 
bo b® disbanded 
witho ut 
co ngress 
Ynaking pro visio n fo r meeting the just 
tffaims o f the tro o ps. 
Bo th 
o fficers 
and men began to distrust a repub­ 
lican fo rm o f go vernment. 
M ailers 
went so far, an army 
co lo nel 
was 
sent to co mmunicate w ith W ashing­ 
to n and make suggestio n that he as­ 
sume the title Of king and give the 
co untry a firm go vernment. The agent 
met with a severe rebuke; this W ash­ 
ingto n’s answer to 
the 
suggestio n: 
“I am at a lo ss to co nceive what part 
o f my co nduct co uld have given en­ 
co uragem ent to an address which to 
ma seems big with the greatest m is­ 


chief th at can befall my co untry. 
If 
I am no t deceived in the kno wledge 
o f myself, yo u co uld no t have fo und 
a perso n to who m yo ur schemes are 
mo re disagreeable. . . . Let me co njure 
yo u, then, if yo u have any regard 
t or 
yo ur co untry, co ncern fo r yo irself o r 
po sterity, o r respect fo r me, to banish 
these tho ughts fro m yo ur mind, and 
never co mmunicate, fro m yo urself o r 
anyo ne else, a sentim ent o f like na­ 
ture.” 
The disco ntent 
and 
apprehensio n 
co ntinued, a meeting o f o fficers was ar­ 
ranged and there were 
issued 
the 
“Newburg 
Addresses,” 
intended 
to 
aro use the army to resentment. W ash­ 
ingto n, uninvited, attended the meet­ 
ing and made an address, in which he 
declared the claims o f the army wo uld 
no t be disregarded, and begged his 
hearers “to ex press their utmo st ho r­ 
ro r and detestatio n o f the man who 
wishes, under any specio us pretenses, 
to o verturn the liberties o f o ur co un­ 
try, and who wickedly attem pts 
to 
o pen the flo o dgates o f civil 
disco rd 
and deluge o ur 
rising 
empire 
in 
blo o d.” 
The result o f his appeal, reso ­ 
lutio ns were unanimo usly ado pted co n­ 
curring in the po licy he pro po sed. 
Sho rtly befo re the disso lutio n o f the 
army W ashingto n addressed a letter 
to the go verno rs o f the states, urging 
upo n them realizatio n o f 
the 
fo ur 
things essential to the ex istence and 
well-being 
o f 
the 
United 
States: 
“First, an indisso luble unio n o f 
the 
states under o ne federal head; seco nd, 
a sacred regard 
to 
public 
justice; 
third, the ado ptio n o f a pro per peace 
establishm ent; and, fo urth, the preva­ 
lence o f th at pacific and friendly dis­ 
po sitio n amo ng the peo ple o f the Unit­ 
ed States which will induce them to 
fo rget their lo cal prejudices and po li­ 
cies, to make tho se 
mutual 
co nces- 
I sio ns which are requisite to the gen- 
eral pro sperity, 
and, 
in 
some 
in- 
« tances, to sacrifice their individual 
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advantages tb the interest o f the co m­ 
munity.” 
These he co unted “the pil­ 
lars o n which the glo rio us fabric o f 
o ur independency 
and 
natio nal char­ 
acter must rest.” 
In such perfect sympathy with the 
idea o f co nferring greater po wers o n 
the federal go vernment, he co nsented 
to head the delegates fro m Virginia 
ro the Philadelphia co nventio n called 
May 14, 1787, and 
was unanim o usly 
elected president o f this 
co nventio n. 
It clo sed September 17, o n which date 
Washingto n, as o ne o f his bio graphers 
phrases it, had the supreme satisfac­ 
tio n o f addressing a letter to co ngress 
anno uncing the ado ptio n o f the co n­ 
stitutio n o f the United States. 
To 
quo te directly fro m the letter: 
“In 
all o ur deliberatio n? o n the subject, 
we kept steadily in o ur view 
th at 
which appears to us the greatest inter­ 
est o f every true American—the co n­ 
so lidatio n o f o ur unio n—in which is 
invo lved o ur pro sperity, o ur 
safety, 
and perhaps o ur natio nal ex istence.” 
On the 6th o f April. 
1789, W ashing, 
to n was declared president o f the Unit­ 
ed States. 
On the 30th o f April, he 
was inaugurated. 
His wisdo m 
and 
firmness carried the ship o f state safe- 
ly 
thro ugh 
two 
adm inistratio ns, 
tho ugh the w aters o ft were tro ubled. 
At the clo se o f the first term he de­ 
sired to withdraw to private life, but 
was urged that duty to the co untry 
demanded he co ntinue in public serv­ 
ice. 
Jefferso n wro te: 
‘T he co nfidence 
o f the who le co untry is centered in 
yo u. 
No rth and so uth will hang to ­ 
gether if they have yo u to hang o n.” 
Hamilto n used this persuasio n: 
“It 
is clear that if yo u co ntinue in o ffice 
no thing m aterially mischievo us is to 
be apprehended. 
I f yo u quit much is to 
be dreaded. 
. 
. 
. 
I trust, 
and 
I 
pray Go d, that yo u will determ ine to 
make a further sacrifice o f yo ur tran­ 
quillity and happiness to the publie 
go o d.” 
W ashingto n the so ldier, to 
who m 
pro ud Co rnwallis made surrender, au- 
peals to the po pular fancy. 
But the 
peo ple sho uld remember th® hero was 
also "first in peace” —a natio n builder.

a m tn g that a . rate fix^d by the com­ 
mission w as in fact illegal, or that an 
ord er of the commission was in reality 
un lawful, an d authorizes the court to 
hear the suit to d ecid e whether the 
commission acted within its authority 
aud w hether the con stitution al rights of 
the plain tiff had been violated . As they 
had previously an n oun ced they would 
d o all those called in to the con fer­

toadlike creature the female of which 
carries the young iu a series of cells 
in the thick skin of the back, which as­ 
sumes a stra ng e honey comb-like ap­ 
pearance. 
When this lady toad is car­ 
rying her nursery about with her she Is 
a very repulsive looking object. Single 
handed 
she would be quite unable to 
cope with 
the important question of 
placing eg g s where they will be most 
favorably 
disposed for hatching, and 
for this she has to rely on the good 
services of her mute. 
Soon after the 
eg g s are laid they are taken up by the 
male and pressed, one by one, into the 
cells is the thickened skin of his part­ 
ner’s back. There they grow until they 
fit closely to the hexagonal form of 
their prisons, each of w’hieh is closed 
above by a kind of trapdoor. 
After a period of some eighty-two 
day s the eg g s reach their full develop­ 
ment and produce, uot tadpoles, but 
a ctua lly perfect little toads. The rea­ 
son of this is that the tadpole« , which 
require to breathe the air dissolved in 
the water by means of their external 
gills, could not exist In the cells, and 
consequently this sta g e of development 
is passed through very rapidly within 
the eg g 
In due time the young toad« 
to the number of 80 or 100 burst open 
the lids of their cells, poke out their 
noses and make their entrance into the 
world. 
The mother toad rubs off the 
remains of the cells against any con­ 
venient stone or plant stem and comeg 
out in a brand new spring outfit.

An O d d S p o r t P o p u l a r I n R u r a l D I s - 
t r l c t u In G e r m a n y . 
In many of the oht of the way dis­ 
trict« of Germany ox racing has long j 
been a very popular sport. 
The en- I 
trance fee for the races is small, but 
the beasts must be ridden by their own- j 
era. The rider is not allowed to have 
either whip or spur, and he must ride 
his animal bareback, trusting to his 
voice to guide the beast. 
It is here 
that the skill of the rider comes into 
play, as everything depends upon the 
training of the ox nnd the ability of the 
owner to direct his movements. As the 
oxen do not race on a track it is no 
easy matter to guide them. 
The race 
course is a field perhaps a mile square, 
the start being made at one side and 
the finish at the other. Speed is of sec­ 
ondary importance in the race. 
Like 
golf. the sport requires accuracy, and 
the rider who can force his lumbering 
charger to go in a straight line is cer­ 
tain to win. 
When all the competitors are lined up 
at the starting point the signal to begin 
the ra<*e is given. Then the fun com­ 
mences. for in spite of the riders’ ef­ 
forts tbe steeds usually refuse to head 
toward the finish mark. 
Besides, tbe 
difficulties are greatly increased from 
the fact that the onlookers are allowed 
to be in the field and may do anything 
to interfere with the contestants so 
long as they do not touch him or the 
beast. Though oxen are naturally the 
least excitable of animals, the noise of 
the spectators soon reduces them to a 
state of utter bewilderment. Often an 
hour will pass before one of the oxen 
is ridden under the wire.

receives a small money prize, which is 
nothing

One morning on waking he j 
was lamenting, as he had so often done 
before, that he should be conscious of 
having composed such sublime poetry j 
and yet be unable to recall a word <✓ 
it. "What

poetry?” "Yes,” he replied, "ami such 
poetry that I would give the world to 
remember it.” "Well, then," said sliet 
"1 did luckily hear the last linos, and 5 
am sure I remembered them exactly. 
They were: 
“ By heaven. I’ll wreak my woes 
Upon the cowslip and the pate prim rose“ ’ 
Mr Mickle was_probably cured of hi* 
habit of lamentation 
The late Lewis Carroll noted in his 
“ Diary” that he once heard Tennyson 
relate that he had often dreamed long 
passages of poetry and belie\ed them 
to be good at the time, bnt could never 
remember any of them on waking ex­ 
cept four lines which he dreamed at 
ten years old, and these were the mov­ 
ing verses: 
May a cock sparrow 
Wr ite to a barrow? 
I hope you'll excuse 
My infantile muse. 
This, as the diarist remarks, as an 
unpublished fragment of the late lau­ 
reate, “may be thought interesting, but 
not affording much promise of his aft­ 
er powers.” On the same occasion Ten­ 
nyson told his hearers that he one# 
dreamed an enormously long poem 
about fairies, which began with very 
long lines that gradually got shorter 
and ended with fifty or sixty lines of 
two syllables each! 
On the other hand, poets have occa­ 
sionally found their dreams of service. 
Southey in a letter to his brother says: 
"I forgot my dreams and have no Dan 
iel to help out my recollection, and if 
by chance I do remember them unless 
they are instantly written down the im­ 
pression passes away almost as lightly 
as the dream itself." But he goes on to 
say that one or two of his dreams were 
noted at the time and were afterward 
incorporated in scenes of his now little 
read poem, "Tbe Curse of Kehama ” 
And then, of course, there is the fa­ 
miliar story of Coleridge falling asleep 
one summer afternoon In a quiet farm­ 
house after reading about the Khan 
KubTai in Purchas’ "Piigrimes.” com­ 
posing several hundred lines in the 
course of a thro»» hours’ sleep, waking, 
and at oqce beginning to write them 
down, only to bo interrupted at the 
fifty-fourth line by a visitor—that "per­ 
son from For lock" whose memory is 
execrated by all lovers of poetry—with 
the result that on returning to his desk 
an hour Later the poet found that the 
rest of hi» dream verse had faded from 
his memory. 
“ Kublai Khan” remains 
a melodious fragment, but if the “ per­ 
son from Porloek” had only lost his 
way or had come to g r ie f sufficient to 
cause a delay of an hour or two we 
might have had a completely beautiful 
poem.—London Globe.

Mu ch interest is taken in the Illi­ 
nois Central’s “Seed and Soil” special 
which visited Dix on Wednesday af­ 
ternoon. 
We follow ou r report of 
that day with a report more in de­ 
tail of what was said b y the speak­ 
ers in the interest of increasing farm 
produ ction in Illinois. 
Prof. J . H. Pettie, of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois spoke on “The Cu lti- 
J vation of Organic Materials for the 
Soil.” 
t 
Prof. Pettit stated that the state 
legislatu re had made an appropria­ 
tion in order that the instru ctors and 
the stu dents at the agricu ltu ral col­ 
lege of the u niversity, cou ld pu rsu e 
research work and make special tests 
of seed corn. 
The speaker pointed 
ont the methods that were adopted 
in making these tests and emphasiz­ 
ed the importance of secu ring the 
right kind of seed to produ ce the 
b est and largest yield. He u rged that 
especial care shou ld also b e taken in 
planting and in the introdu ction of 
organic matter into the soil that will 
give it vitality and keep its tempera­ 
tu re even. 
Prof. 
Pettit 
said that 
steamed lime b one possesses the en­ 
ergies that are necessary to keep the 
soil in good condition and advised its 
j u se. 
By u sing steamed lime b one, 
the crop of land that is yielding for­ 
ty b u shels to the acre can b e increas­ 
ed to six ty and even seventy b u shels 
per acre. 
The speaker then spoke of the ad­ 
visab ility to 
preserve-the 
proper 
amou nt of moistu re in the soil and 
of the importance of placing the soil 
in the b est condition to meet any ir­ 
regu larity in the rain fall. 
One of 
the means su ggested in the attain­ 
ment of this end is b y instilling or­ 
ganic materials in the soil. 
It shou ld 
always b e kept in a spongy condition, 
the speaker declared, in order that 
it wou ld retain heat and moistu re. 
Prof. Pettit also spoke of the impor­ 
tance of planting clover and of the 
desirab ility of rotating the crops each 
year. 
Prof. Hu me, of the state u nivers­ 
ity, spoke 
on "The 
Produ ction of 
Crops.” 
The speaker 
emphasized 
the necessity of 
selecting the 
b est 
seed corn, and told of the resu lts that 
had b een attained b y ex periments at 
the u niversity. He said that the farm­ 
ers shou ld ex ercise du e cau tion in the 
selection of the time for planting, 
stating that three weeks after plow­ 
ing had b een fou nd to b e the most 
desirab le time. 
Prof. Hu me elab or­ 
ated u pon the methods employed in 
the cu ltivation of the soil and advis­ 
ed against ex cessive cu ltivation, stat­ 
ing that after planting a little scrap­ 
ing produ ced the desired effect. He 
also spoke of the methods employed 
in the ex termination of weeds and all 
hyb rid growths that seriou sly retard 
the growth of the crop and drain the 
vitality from the soil. 
N. D. Morrison was the nex t speak­ 
er. 
His topic was: 
"The Develop- 
L..:it o: i.:e Illinois Central Railroad 
Du ring the Past Fifty Years.” 
Mr. 
Morrison’s remarks were reminiscent 
in character and pertained to the in­ 
du strial growth that the road had 
made since the date of organization 
to the present time. 
He spoke of 
the extensions that have b een made 
and of its traveling 
throu ght 
the 
richest grain b elt in the cou ntry. Mr. 
Morrison is a tru stee of the Univers­ 
ity of Illinois, and is chairman of 
the Indu strial committee.
